Miss Stevens 
did all that could be expected with so few scholars. Wages of 
teacher, $3.00 per week; board, per week, $1.50; whole number 
attending school, 4; average number, 3. 


For the past year our schools have been very successful gener- 
ally. I think, in order to comply with the new law, we had best 
discontinue District No. 13, also No. 9, for the present at least, 
and perhaps the school in District No. 12, if convenient arrange- 
ments can be made to school the scholars, in said districts, else- 
where. I see no reason why the scholars in District No. 18 can- 
not be united with District No. 1, with the exception of Mr. 
Bonney’s, which, if he preferred, could be schooled at North Nor- 
way, and the scholars in District No. 9 be provided for in No. 10, 
excepting OC. K. Cross, who should haye a chance to send to No. 7 
if he wished to do so. In District No. 12 they are, for the most 
part, small scholars; it seems to me that they could be provided 
for in District No. 2 much better and cheaper than to support a 
school in the old district. I would recommend that the town 
raise $60.00 this year to buy school books, which is an average of 
about thirty-five cents a head for the number. attending school.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING.

To kh. L. Cole, a Constable of the town of Greenwood, in the 
County of Oxford. 

GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Greenwood, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall, in 
Locke Mills Village in said town on the twelfth day of March, 
1894, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following arti- 
cles, to wit: 

Art. 1st. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2d. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8d. To act upon the reports of the town officers. 

Art. 4th. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 5th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor, and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 6th. 'To see if the town will accept of the change in the 
road near G. W. T. Doughty’s as laid out by the selectmen. 

Art. Tih. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8th. To see how much the town will vote to allow per 
hour for men and oxen or horses for labor on the highway. 

Art. 9th. To see if, the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt 
and school fund for the ensuing year. 

Art. 10th. To see what. sum of money the town will vote io 
raise toward paying the town debt. 

Art. 11th. To see if the town will vote to make a discount of 
three per cent. on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on 
or before the first day of December next or otherwise. 
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Art. 12th. To see if town will vote to have all taxes of the cur- 
rent year payable March 1, 1895. 

Art. 13th. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at 
the rate of eight per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current 
year remaining unpaid after the first day of March, 1898, or 
otherwise. 

Art. 14th. To see if the town will vote to raise sixty-five 
dollars for the purchase of school text-books. 

Art. 15th. To see if the town will vote to raise three hundred 
dollars to repair school-houses. 

Art. 16th. To see if the town will vote to raise two huudred 
dollars to run the road machine. 

Art. 17th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the County Road below Greenwood City to 
where the Garland buildings once stood. 

Art. 18th, To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Howe Hill, near J. G. Coffin’s, to the EK. M. 
Verrill place. 

Art. 19th. To see if the town will vote to accept of the list 
of jurors as prepared by the board.
